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Long Beach Transit buses end service in Seal Beach 


Controversial comments during a community 
meeting unexpectedly resulted in the cut.

After racially sensitive comments 
disrupted a community meeting in 
Seal Beach, Long Beach Transit de- 
cided to no longer provide service to 
the city. The cut will start at the end 


of August. 

The meeting in May was designed 
to discuss alternative bus routes in 
the city, Instead, Long Beach Tran- 
sit (LBT) officials said residents ex- 
pressed concerns about “colorful” 
people coming into Seal Beach. 

Two days after the meeting, LBT 
President and CEO Laurence W. Jack- 
son sent a letter to the Seal Beach city 
manager that described the meeting as 


“rude and unprofessional.” 

In the letter, Jackson said it was 
made clear during the meeting that 
LBT services and its customers are not 


“welcomed in Seal Beach. 


Jackson ended the letter stating that 
all transit services to Seal Beach will 
cease starting Aug. 26 in the best interest 
of LBT. He also addressed the possibility 
of making things work in the future. 

Cal State Long Beach students who 
normally take the LBT bus to and from 
Seal Beach will have to adjust to LBT’s 
decision in time for fall semester. 

“That’s awful news for. me, con- 


sidering that I sometimes rely on the 
bus as my only form of transporta- 
tion to work and school,” said Michael 
McGrath, a senior outdoor recreation 
major. “My two roommates and I of- 
ten use the bus to get to campus and to 
save gas money.” 

Patrick McDuffie, a senior market- 
ing major, said he is also upset that LBT 
will be stopping service in Seal Beach. 

“It’s ridiculous to get rid of it,” 
McDuffie said. 

Instead of buying a parking pass, 


- McDuffie said he would use other 


methods of transportation. 


“T will probably have to skate to and 
from school now,” he said. “Great.” 

Morgan Sedra, a sophomore lib- 
eral studies major, said without the 
LBT service to Seal Beach, many will 
struggle to get to work and school. 

“Without this bus route, so many 
people will lose the convenience 
and reliability of getting to work and 
school, even enjoying a day at the 
beach,” Sedra said. 

Students needing to travel to Seal 
Beach will have to take Orange Coun- 
ty Transportation Authority buses at 
the city limits..

Gov. Jerry Brown has appointed 
two new members to the Cal State Uni- 


versity Board of Trustees: Lupe Garcia . 


from Alameda and Hugo Morales from 
Fresno. 

To officially join the Board, both 
Garcia and Morales must wait for 
California State Senate confirmation, 
which could take up to a year, CSU 
Spokesman Erik Fallis said. 

The new appointees, however, will 
serve on the Board until the Senate 
makes its decision. 

Only Morales, who serves as the 
adjunct professor for the La Raza Pro- 

. gram at Cal State University Fullerton, 
has direct experience with the CSU 
system. Neither of the trustees attend- 
ed a CSU for their degrees. 

“Very typically, even if they had not 
had direct experience ... in different 
capacities they: are in contact with the 
CSU,” Fallis said. 

According to Brown’s statement, 
Garcia, 43, has worked as a lawyer for 
Gap Inc. since 1999, She earned a law 
degree at the San Francisco University 
of Law and has been involved in the 
Ethics and Compliance Officer Asso- 
ciation and the Lawyers’ Committee 
for Civil Rights of the San Francisco 
Bay Area.

hen three Cal State Long Beach 
professors saw a low percentage 
of women in the field of engi- 
neering, they also saw an oppor- 


tunity to bring mothers and daughters together to 
build what is typically seen as a boy’s project — 


Thus began “My Daughter is an Engineer,” a 
three-day overnight program that took place Friday 
through Sunday and allowed. 19 mother-daughter 
teams to learn about robotics and employ their new 
knowledge in creating and building their own ro- 
bots while staying in the CSULB dorms. The pro- 
gram also included a field trip to the Columbia Me- 
morial Space Center in Downey. 

Three engineering faculty from CSULB — Lily 
Gossage, Beir Lu and Panadda Maryong — teamed 
up to create the program for young girls who are 
interested in engineering as a future career path. 

According to Gossage, only 18 percent of engi- 
neering majors at CSULB are women, and in the 
national workforce, only 10 percent of engineering 
professionals are female. 

The event was funded by a $10,000 grant from 
the Institute of Electrical and Electronics Engineers 


According to Lu, there were two components to

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executive director for Radio Bilingiie 
Inc., a Latino news station that serves 
the Hispanic community of Northern 
California. 

California Faculty Association 
communications specialist Brian Fer- 
guson said Morales’. experience with 
the Latino community will benefit 
the CSU because most of the CSU 
student population is of Hispanic de- 
scent. 


Even though students, faculty and 
the Board do not have a direct say in 
the appointment of new trustees, CFA 
recognizes Garcia and Morales’ di- 
verse backgrounds. 

CFA supports the decision that 
Gov. Brown has made, Ferguson 
said. 

“Most of the time, we agree with 
his choice,” he said. “Many people 
on the existing Board of Trustees 
don’t have education experience. We 
think these two people have good 
backgrounds.” 

The Board still has five additional 
vacancies to fill, including a student

trustee position. According to Fallis, 
finding another student voice is top 
priority, but there is no urgency to fill 
the other positions. 

“The timing of that is subject to 
the governor,” Fallis said. 

Whether or not the new trustees 
will serve. on the search committee for 
the next chancellor is uncertain. The 
eight-member committee is to make a 
recommendation for the next chancel- 
lor, Fallis said. 

However, if a recommendation is 
put forward, then the whole Board, in- 
cluding Morales and Garcia, will vote 
on the candidate. 
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Student loans may be 
forgiven after 10 years 


A Student Loans and 
Forgiveness Bill was 
proposed in March.

Those with various forms of-student 
loans may soon find relief through a bill 
designed to alleviate the growing bur- 
dens attached to student debt. - 

The Student Loans and Forgiveness 
Act of 2012, introduced by Rep. Hansen 
Clarke (D-Mich) in March, is designed 
to help current students and recent grad- 
uates by forgiving or eliminating the 
remaining balance of their loans after 
they’ve paid 10 percent of their income 
for 10 years toward student loan debt. 

Robert Applebaum, founder of For- 
giveStudentLoanDebt.com, and _ the 
United States Student Association are 
some of the bill’s biggest proponents. 

“The whole purpose of the bill is to 
restore balance and fairness to obtain- 
ing a higher education,’ Applebaum 
said. “I do not believe that pricing 
the middle and working classes out 
of higher education [will] rebuild the 
economy.” 

Although it may help many students 
pay off their loans, the bill doesn’t ex- 
plain the economic repercussions or 
benefits for the federal government, 
which is responsible for forgiving the 
remainder of the loans. 

Section 3 of Clarke’s proposed bill 
states that the “Secretary shall forgive 
... the balance of principal and fees ’... 
not to exceed $45,520.” 


Whether or not the federal govern- 
ment will be fully recompensed for the 
money it loans remains a concern. It’s 
unclear if higher taxes would be used to 
compensate for any money the govern- 
ment may lose. 

“I believe there is some good and 
some danger in this bill,” President F. 
King Alexander said. 

King said the bill’s requirement of 
paying 10 percent of a yearly salary to 
students loans may more greatly affect 
lower income individuals. 

“What about lower paying salaries 
like school teachers ... where 10 percent 
of their salary is needed for day-to-day 
living?” Alexander said. 

Some students with loans like Megan 
Porter, a sophomore economics major, 
support the bill. 

“Tt is important that we solve the [stu- 
dent] debt crisis,” Porter said. “This act 
would be a promising option for paying 
back my debt in an efficient manner.” 

Sophomore mathematics major Ra- 
nil Weerackoon also shared support of 
the legislation. 

“T believe it will help students long- 
term,” Weerackoon said. “One would 
be free from the burdens [of loans] after 
10 years.” 

The federal government currently of- 
fers loan forgiveness to some graduates 
who work in public service or education 
sectors. ¢. 

The bill is currently in committee, 
according to Applebaum. He said the 
chair of the committee has not sched- 
uled debate on the bill yet. 

“Colleges and universities have been 
enriching themselves off of the backs of 
students for too long,” Applebaum said. 
“Tt’s time for them to take a haircut too.”

Anyone within the Bungalow Gal- 
lery in Downtown Long Beach could 
hear the booming laughter of Cal State 
Long Beach creative writing alumna, 
Sarah Miller, as she played hostess for 
an art and reading event Friday night. 

Miller started hosting readings and 
art events as an undergrad at CSULB 
in 1997. Her most recent event, the 
Bank Heavy Press “Robo-Book” read- 
ing, combined visual art, music, dance 
and spoken word in one evening. 

Mixing music and poetry is some- 
thing new for Miller. It provides an 
opportunity for different types of 
artists to come together. 


“J put an emphasis on writing and 
the literary, but for me it’s about build- 
ing our community and promoting 
Long Beach,” she said.

During the event, contributing poets 
read their works from “Robo-Book,” 
and musical acts, including Jada 
Wavgensomer’s band Street Robe and 
singer/songwriter Jenny Stockdale, 
provided breaks between the sonnets. 

Marrie Anne Stewart, the featured 
poet of the night, accompanied Wav- 
gensomer’s dark interpretations of jazz 
standards with a set of tap dancing. The 
rhythm from Stewart’s gold-glittered 
tap shoes grounded the eerie organ-like 
sounds of Wavgensomer’s Omni chord. 

“Having an event like this with 
music and reading is something dif- 
ferent,” Dan Birker, a senior creative 
writing and literature major, said. “I 
think it brings a good balance.” 

Miller started hosting readings on 
campus through the CSULB Univer- 
sity Art Museum. She then graduated 


with a degree in creative writing in 
2000 and went back to school in 2006 
to start her masters of fine arts in 
creative writing. 

After obtaining her MFA in 2008, 
Miller took a break from hosting 
readings and focused on her job as an 
office manager. She and her friend, 
Alicia Adams, started the group After 
the Carnival (Literary Events) in 2010. 

“T started After the Carnival almost 
in response to justifying my MFA,” 
Miller said. “I have been working as 
an office manager for 16 years.”

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Apple’s Siri earns bad 
marks on new report 


A recent study gives 
the iPhone feature a 
‘D’ for accuracy.

Siri is in big trouble. She has a 
“D” on her report card. 

Apple’s voice recognition pro- 
gram, Siri, works accurately only 68 
percent of the time in quiet rooms, 
according to a report released by the 
Minneapolis-investment bank Piper 
Jaffray & Co. 

The study gave Siri a “D” for ac- 
curacy, noting that it will impiove as 
more features are added. 

Senior Research analyst for Piper 
Jaffray & Co. Gene Munster said he 
wanted to know how Siri stacked up 
against a Google search. Munster 
and his staff asked Siri 1,600 general 
questions, 800 on the busy streets 
of Minneapolis and 800 in a quiet 
room. 

The study found that Google 
understands 100 percent of questions 
presented and replies accurately 86 
percent of the time. 3 

Siri accurately comprehends 83 
percent of questions in noisy condi- 
tions and.89 percent in a quiet room. 
Siri answers inquiries accurately 62 
percent of the time on a quiet street 
and 68 percent of the time in a quiet © 
room. 

“In order to become a viable mo- 
bile search alternative, Siri must 
match or surpass Google’s accuracy 
of B+ and move from a grade D toa 
B or higher,” Munster said. 

Senior Cal State Long Beach ki- 
nesiology major Sean O’Neill said he 
didn’t buy the new iPhone because 
of Siri. 

“T hardly even use Siri,” O’Neill 
said. “I think the only time I’ve used 
it is to mess around. I'll tell her I 


have a dead body, and she’ll look up 
places for me to bury the dead/body. 
It’s hilarious!” 

CSULB alumnus Steven Burkett 
said he finds Siri useful most of the 
time. 

“She’s definitely helped me out 
a few times when I was at the bars 
on Second Street,” Burkett said. 

“All 1 would have to say is ‘Siri, ’m 
drunk,’ and she would help me call 
a taxi.” 

Burkett said he feels Siri still has 
room for improvement, especially 
with her GPS. Siri only gives direc- 
tions from the place the user is at, not 
from other locations. 

Munster estimates that Siri is 
more than two years behind Google 
in its learning curve, but he expects 
it to improve. 

“With the iOS 6 release in the fall, . 
we expect Siri to improve meaning- 
fully while reducing its reliance 
on Google from 60 percent to 48 
percent,” Munster said. 

Elizabeth Perez, a junior nursing 
major, said Siri did not live up to her 
expectations. y 

“J would rather do a Google search 
and get the right information than 
waste my time asking Siri, because 
every time I ask her something she 
never gives me the right answers,” 
Perez said. 

According to the help support 
section on Apple’s website, there will 
most likely be an update sométime 
this fall to improve Siri’s inaccura- 
cies. 
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the workshop: a lecture and an activity. 

“One [was] the introduction of robot- 
ics, and another one is the introduction 
of controls,” Lu said. “The mothers re- 
ally get involved during the activities.” 

After the workshop was over, the 
concepts the teams learned were ap- 
plied through a robot competition, 
during which they built robots and pro- 
grammed them to compete through ob- 
Stacle avoidance, Marayong said. 

“It’s really good to see the parents 
work with the girls, coming up with a 
plan and strategy for the competition,” 
Marayong said. 

Each of the participants had to sub- 
mit an application through their el- 
ementary school counselors. The coun- 


selors then recommended the students 
to the College of Engineering based 
upon their grades and performance. 

The three co-directors of “My 
Daughter is an Engineer” said they de- 
cided to include parents in this outreach 
program because parents play a vital 
role in their child’s success. 

“Parents have a big role in shaping 
their kids’ futures,’ Marayong said. “I 
think to influence [the students] to go 
into technical career paths, and also 
give them preparation in mathemat- 
ics and science, parents have a big role 
in trying to keep them on top of these 
things.” 

The CSULB professors had to think 
of ways to make the competition inter- 
esting for both the parents and the fifth- 
grade girls. 

“I think the way that we create the 
activities in the program is that we 


believe that it’s in the appropriate 
level that would interest both kids and 


“adults,” Lu said. “So, since the funding 


comes from IEEE, a lot of our activities 
involve robotics and control technol- 
ogy.” 

Many girls said that building the 
robots was the most interesting experi- 
ence, but they also agreed that dorm life 
was fun. 

“My favorite part of the experience 
is staying in the room with my mom 
and building the robots and having the 
competition of robots and seeing who 
won,” Jhoana Perez, a student from Ed- 
ison Elementary, said. “We built robots 
that can sense things. We put a little 
disc in them, and we can control it to go 
left and right.” 

Many of the girls said they were in- 


_ terested in math and science because 


they liked to challenge themselves.. 


The mothers also gained knowledge 
about their daughters and engineering 
careérs by participating in the program. 

Mireya Garay, Perez’s mother, said 
that she came to the program because 
she wants to be able to support her 
daughter’s dreams. 

“T enjoyed the experience because 
she [Perez] is shy, she likes math, but 
she is shy,” Garay said. “And hefe, it’s 
like she opened up. She liked it a lot, 
she can see how it is to be a future en- 
gineer.” 

Garay said she liked how the pro- 
gram showed young girls the possibili- 
ties of entering careers that are usually 
framed around boys instead. 

“J thought that this was something 
that was more for men,” Garay said. “I 
believed that this was something more 
difficult for women, but that changed a 
lot because I see my daughter can do it.” 


Emily Galindo, a student from Pat- 
rick Henry Elementary School in Long 
Beach, and her mom won first place in 
the robotic competition. 

“Tt was like a little robot cart, and we 
had to make it go around an obstacle,” 
Galindo said. “They gave a kit with all 
the different parts we just had to as- 
semble it.” 

Griselda Salinas, a student from 
Roosevelt Elementary in Long Beach, 
said that she loved being with her mom 
because this experience gave them 
quality time to spend together doing 
something she loves. 

The experience also gave the girls an 
insight to being a student at CSULB. 

“T want to go to Cal State Long 
Beach because-I’ve already been here, 
I know the place,” Salinas said. “I was 
here for two nights, so I know what it’s 
like.”

Four years have passed since 
California voters approved the 
construction of a bullet train, 
which will connect Los Angeles to 
San Francisco. 

The once projected $10 billion 
project will take commuters be- 
tween the two major metropolitan 
cities faster than their automo- 
biles. 

However, due to runaway costs, 
the high-speed locomotive budget 
has gone off the rails and is now a 
$68 billion project. 

This is more money than any 
voter could of imagined spend- 
ing on a bullet train back in 
2008. 

Not to mention, it will not be 
completed until 2030. 

With its massive scale and 
incredible costs, it has taken four 
years to begin laying down the 
project’s tracks. 

The California Legislature 
recently voted in favor of the 
project’s first step, a 130-mile 
stretch from Madera to Bakers- 
field. 

This stretch is less than a fourth 
of the promised 800-mile railway, 
and it is paid for by a federal 
grant. 

It is tough to swallow the 
ballooning of the bullet train’s 
budget. 

Even though the bullet train sounds convenient, it should not be 
at the forefront of our state’s concerns. 

Also, with the state in financial turmoil, the timing of the project 
couldn’t be worse. 

As students, it is a brutal stab to our chests as our Legislature 
continues to push forward with this expensive train while making 
cuts to our education. 

California currently faces a huge amount of debt, and to 
compensate for that, we’ve faced more and more cuts to higher 
education. 

It’s unreasonable to take money away from California universi- 


ties — cutting the pipeline to more educated workforce —and put it 


towards a speedy train instead.

A bullet train system may work better on the east coast, where 
people rely more on public transportation.

New career test will help young students find what they excel in - 


Last week, the organization behind the ACT 
college entrance exam announced the release of a 
new career test, available in 2014. 

This test, like previous career tests, will assess 
strengths and weaknesses of students in certain 
subjects and their overall progress. 

The precedent in this form of standardized 
testing begins in kindergarten and continues until 
the end of high school. 

“The test is a next generation assessment 
system that tracks students’ career interests, aca- 
demic performance, and progress towards goals,” 
Jon Erickson, president of the education division, 
said in a press release. “The goal is to identify 
and address gaps in skills needed for college and 
the workforce.” 

The test combines standard testing with 
projects guided by teachers to estimate a digital 


score. 

The project will cost millions of dollars, but 
will be easy to access and easy to afford for 
teachers and schools. 

Controversy rises on whether or not career op- 
tions should be questioned so early in a child’s a life. 
Should a kindergarten stu- 
dent be troubled with a job title 

prematurely? 

Many find their true passion 
later in life. Will these test 
results rush a child’s educational life? 

The tests will be implemented in classrooms 
in 2014, but schools will not be forced to use this 
new tool. 


Within different states and regions, the test can . 


be customized to include state-specific bench- 
marks and other measures to meet specific needs.

A new form of testing could switch up the 
norm from the standardized “fill-in-the-bubble” 
at the end of the year during STAR testing, which 
begins early in grade school as well. 

Adding this career and progress test can help 
track the changes and fluctuation in a student’s 
grades and capabilities as he 
or she advances through grade 
school. 

The career test should be 
ever-changing along witha 
5-year-old child’s personality and behavior. 

The test results can be a reflection of students’ 
progress and influence by teachers. 

Also, when patterns start to form and a reoc- 
curring result comes from the test, the student 
can focus more energy on his or her best subject 
and excel. 


However, students and teachers should have 
confidentiality with these results and utilize them 
as they please. z 

The tests should remain as progress checks 
until the students are older, such as in junior high 
school. They should not be tunneled to learn the 
one subject he or she excels in. 

The tests would help show where and when 
students exceed limitation and how certain teach- 
ers and grades influenced their personalities and 
levels of intelligence. 

The career tests would be very early ina 
child’s life, but it would not determine the rest 
of the student’s life. It should just be a progress 
report to be utilized however the student wishes.

Casper Ware began his bid to crash 
an NBA roster this week. 

Ware, who accepted the Detroit Pis- 
tons’ invitation to play for their sum- 
mer league team after being passed 
over in the draft last week, has played 
two games for the Pistons in the Or- 
lando Pro Summer League. 

Depending on Ware’s performance 
in the five-game season, he may be able 
‘to make the Pistons’ roster next season. 

“Tt’s been a good experience,” Ware 
said of summer league. “I’ve been able 
to go up and compete with the lottery 
picks. We got [2012 first-round pick] 
Andre Drummond here. Lots of other 
good players are competing, and it’s 
been good to compare my game to them 
and just see how I match up with them.” 

Ware said he was surprised by the 
high level of competition-he’s seen. 

“Everybody can play,’ Ware said. 
“All the way down to the last guy on 
the bench. They’re there for a reason.” 

Despite his success playing against 
NBA players in the Drew League last

summer, Ware has struggled to adjust 
to the stiff competition this year. 

He has averaged 3.5 points and 1.5 
assists on just 17 percent shooting in 
limited minutes in his first two games. 

He has still had his shining mo- 
ments, however, showing glimpses of 
the same skills he used to light up the 
Big West Conference. 

In his first outing Monday against 
the Utah Jazz, Ware routinely set up 
teammates for open looks, though 
some were not converted into baskets. 
On one possession, he drove the ball 
toward the rim and arched in a floater 
over a crowded lane of large defenders, 
just as he has countless times before in 
the Walter Pyramid. 

In Tuesday’s game against the Or- 
lando Magic, he again made just 1 of 
6 shots, but was more effective on both 
ends of the floor. He knocked down 
a long three-pointer, showcasing his 
NBA-range, and pushed the ball in 
transition to rack up,a couple of assists. 

He also caused problems for some 
of Orlando’s guards with his pesky on- 
ball pressure defense, which culminat- 
ed in a.steal and fast-break opportunity 
on one possession.

“T feel like I’m holding my own de- 
fensively,’ Ware said. “I really just 
need to keep focusing on being a dis-

‘[opponents].” 


The Pistons are 2-0 in summer 
league play and look to remain unde- 
feated as they take on the Oklahoma 
City Thunder on Wednesday and the 
Boston Celtics on Thursday. 

Ware knows he needs to play better 
in the three remaining summer league 
games to snag a spot on the Pistons’ 
bench, but he’s also not fretting over 
his showing thus far. 

“T really just need to shoot the ball 
better,’ Ware said after going a com- 
bined 2 for 10 from outside in his first 
two games. “I feel like I did a good job 
taking care of the ball and doing some 
other things. And my shooting is the 
thing I’m most confident about, so I’m 
really not too worried about that.” 

Rarely does a player in Ware’s situa- 
tion beat the odds and end up joining a 
team, but he remains confident. 

“I feel I have a good chance,” Ware 
said. “I feel like my game is going to 
come together this week ... hopefully, 
everything will fall into place.”
